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INTRODUCTION 


This first issue of the “STATISTICAL ABSTRACT—Tripura 1959“ 
contains almost all the tables recommended in the Eighth Conference of 
Central and State Statisticians held in Delhi from 7th to 12th December, 
1959* Data relating to the years 1954 to 1959 have been incorporated in 
the Abstract, except a few cases in which the figures relating to the earlier 
years were not available* The most important among the tables which 
had to be omitted are the following :— 

i) Mining 

ii) Heavy Industries 

The reasons for the exclusion of these tables are that there arc no 
Mining and Heavy Industries in Tripura. Statistics relating to registration 
of births and deaths ( vital statistics ) have not been maintained in this 
Territory. These will be incorporated in future issues when, it is hoped, 
they will be available. 

Each table has been prefaced with an Explanatory note regarding the 
scope and purpose of the table.

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1. AREA AND POPULATION 


This section deals with the area and population of the Union Territory 
of Tripura. Figures for 1951 are based on local tabulation of 1951 
Census data. Area and population of the Kailashahar and Dharmanagar 
Sub-divisions have been revised due to transfer of Kanchanpur Tahashil 
from Kailashahar Sub-division to Dharmanagar Sub-division. 

Table No. 1.1—This table presents area, population and density of 
population for each Sub-division and the Territory as a whole. 

Table No. 1.2—This table presents growth and variations of population 
in each Sub-divisions since 1921. The population of Kailashahar Sub¬ 
division upto 1941 includes Kanchanpur Tahashil. 

Table No. 1.3— In this table the population of the Territory is divided 
into two main livelihood categories. Each main category is again 
sub-divided into four sub-categories. 

Table No. 1.4 to 1.7—In these tables, distribution of population 
according to Literacy, Religion, Caste and other characteristics of popu¬ 
lation of each Sub-division is presented. 
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(a) Due to heavy exodus of tribal from this region to other parts of the 
State for better prospect of Jum cultivation.
